Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Terre Horx, Ind., Sept. %.—The joint 
debate to-day between the rival candidates 
for Governor was by far the best of the 
series. The audience was not so large as at 
Fort Wayne, but the enthusiasm of Re 
publicans far surpassed that of any previous 
meeting, Mr. Landers opened, making about 
such aspeech as he did yesterday at Frank- 
fort. He reiterated the same charges, and 
indulged in his usual amount of person- 
alities, but, although his Vemocratic friends 
were out in force, with some stalwart back- 
ing from Indianapolis, it was very 
noticeable that he failed to pro- 
voke the hearty applause that had 
been given him the day before.

VIRGINIA. 
IN A DILEMA. 

Eppa Hunton and a leading Virginia 
Funder passed through here for New York 
yesterday to confer with the National Com- 
mittee in regard to the Democratic peril in 
their State.

Pat Lywen and Ed Saunders, two St. 
Louis firemen, were kiiled last night, and Pat 
Conway and John Collins were fataliy and three 
other firemen seriously injured, while trying to 
check a fire in the stove foundry of the Excel- 
sior Manufacturing Company. The fire orig- 
inated in an ice-house owned by Huse, Loomis 
& Co., burning three ice-houses belonging to 
that firm and three belonging to the Mississippi 
River Company, and the storing, molding, and 
casting houses of the stove manufacturing es- 
tablishment. The loss of Huse, Loomis & Co. is 
placed at $32,000, and the insurance at $18,000: 
the Mississippi Ice Company's loss is $15,000, and 
the insurance $12,000. The stove factory was 
insured for $169,000, and the loss is estimated at 
$135,000. St. Louis firemen seem to be very un- 
fortunate. The list of casualties among them 
is quite large. They are brave fellows, and those 
of them who died at their poste were deserving 
of a better fate. 


NRannoap earnings for the first eight 
months of this year are unprecedentedly large, 


day resulted in an overwhelming victory for 
the Republicans by what promises to be, 
when the figures in full are received, the 
largest majority ever given in that State. 
The campaign preceding yesterday’s poll had 
been unusually active on both sides, ren- 
dered.so by the efforts of the Democrats to 
at least cut down the Republican ma- 
jority very largely, and thereby demonstrate 
in the first contest of the Presidential year in 
a Northern State a falling off in Republican 
strength and a corresponding incfease on 
the Democratic side. With this end in view, 
and having for an extra incitement the hope 
of producing an effect upon the Maine elec- 
tion by showing in Vermont a Republican 
loss and a Democratic gain, the Democrats 
made a more thorough and energetic canvass 
of the Green Mountain State than they have 
done for several years. Party spirit ran high, 
and everything was done that the Hancock 
managers in New York could devise to poll 
every Democratic vote possible to be brought 
out. In this they seem to have succeeded ex- 
tremely well, as the figures at hand show a 
slight Democratic gain; but what time the 
Democracy were being aroused the Republic- 
ans were not idle, and the result shows a Re- 
publican gain: far in excess of the gain on 
the other side. 

The returns from 110 towns show a Repub- 
lican gain of 1,179 anda Democratic gain of 
only 7 over the vote of 1876; and the same 
proportion of gain in the 131 towns to be 
heard from at 1a. m. would give a Repub- 
lican majority of 25,790, or 460 greater than 
the majority of 1872, which was 25,333; or 
2,055 greater than the Republican majority 
of 1876, which was 23,735. The average Re- 
publican majprity for the past ten years in 
Vermont has been 21,654, the lowest beme 
16,668, in 1878. It is plain, therefore, that 
Republicanism in 1880 is at the zenith 
of its strength in Vermont, where, 
owing to the uneven distribution of 
political belongings, the State being in- 
variably Republican, it would be fair to look 
for less interest and a smaller increase in the 
popular vote than in closer States. 

The three{Republican candidates for Con- 
gress are elected by increased majorities, and 
the Legislature is Republican by at least the 
usual majority. 

Obviously the effect on Maine will not be 


what the Democrats have labored so strenu- | 


ously to produce, and with the shining ex- 
ample of Vermont before them the Repub- 
licans of Maine, Indiana, and Ohio in the 
elections soon te follow will demonstrate 
even more forcibly and unmistakably than 
Vermont has done their ability to more than 
match a Solid South with a Solid North.

CHICAGO CONGRESSIONAL NOMINATIONS. 


The Republican primaries for the three 


Congressional districts in Chicago have been 
fixed for next Saturday. The Democratic 
primaries have not yet been appointed. It 
seems to be admitted that the Democrats 
have little hope of electing any one of the 
three Congressmen, and are agreed that their 
only chance lies in the possible committal of 
some error in the Republican selections. 
Hence the Democratic managers are hold- 
ing back till the Republican nominations 
shall have been made, and their choice will 
be governed accordingly. This program 
should be a sufficient notice to the Republic- 
ans to give up a part of their time next Sat- 
urday to the work of electing such delegates 
to the Congressional Conventions as may be 
trusted to nominate the strongest available 
candidates. If the voters neglect to do this it 
is very probable that, in one district at least, 
arrangements will be practically completed 
for the nomination of a candidate who will in- 
vite defeat, and not at all impossible that, in the 
other two districts, the candidates who shall be 
the weakest before the people will secure an 
advantage in the Convention. Any such re- 
sult will undoubtedly encourage the Demo- 
crats to renew their hopes and put forth their 
best efforts for success. If, on the other 
hand, the Republican primaries next Satur- 
day shall result practically in the selection 
of Congressional candidates who, each in 
his #wn district, shall be conceded to be as 
strong as, or stronger than, any other candidate 
available for the contest, then the fight will 
really be at an end, and Chicago will con- 
tribute its full share to the Republican suc- 
cess of this fall in the State and in the Nation. 

Readers of Tue Trrpune will bear us out 
in the statement that no effort has been 
made by this journal to impose any one 
cand Mate upon the Republicans in either 
of the three districts. ‘The relative merits

It not 
to be denied that Mr. Davis has been con- 
spicuously identified in the minds of the 
people with the inefficiency that has been 
charged upon Chicago’s Congressional repre- 
sentation of late years, and this circumstance 
may operate against him in the campaign if 
he be nominated. Nevertheless, if he 
shall develop the necessary strength 
at the primaries to foreshadow his 
nomination, it may be regarded as 
some warrant of his strength before 
the people. In order to give this test a prop- 
er value, however, the Republican voters on 
the West Side should turn out next Satur- 
day in large numbers and express their 
preference as between Mr. Woodard and Mr. 


vis. 

In the Third District (the North Division) 
the candidates are Mr, E. B. Washburne, Mr. 
Charles B. Farwell, and Mr. Barber, the pres- 
ent incumbent. Mr, Washburne is absent 
from the city, but it was understood when 
he went away that he would accept the nom- 
ination if it was tendered to him with any- 
thing like unanimity. He was not willing, 
however, to scramble for the distinction, nor 
to have his friends make other effort to se- 
cure it for him than would be becoming to a 
man of his position. There is no doubt that 
Mr. Washburne’s National reputation would 
bea tower of strength anda great credit to 
District. Mr. Charles 
B. Farwell is recollected by the people of 
Chicago as one of the most efficient 
Congressmen ever sent from this local- 
ity, and there is no doubt that 
his previous experience and great po- 
litical ability will enable him to 
serve the constituents of the Third District 
admirably both as a candidate and asa Rep- 
resentative. Mr. Washburne and Mr. Far- 
well cannot be said to be competitors for the 
nomination; certainly neither one would 
allow his name to be to defeat the other 
for the benefit of a third person. One or the 
other of these gentlemen ought to be selected, 
and each in his way would be very available. 
Mr. Barber is understood to be ona Still 
hunt” for the nomination, and it is hinted 
that his friends hope toslip him in between a 
competition made on behalf of the other two 
candidates. Such an outcome would not be 
favorable to the Republicans of the Third 
District, nor would it meet with the approval 
of either of the other two gentlemen who are 
regarded as candidates. If the friends of 
either Mr. Washburne or Mr. Farwell con- 
clude that their favorit cannot be nominated 
they should transfer their strength to the 
other, and the primary meetings, in our judg- 
ment, should be conducted upon that theory. 

In all three districts the main consideration 
should be to draw out the fullestand freest 
expression of popular preference at the 
primaries.

THE TROOPS IN THE WAR. 

We yesterday called attention to the state- 
ment made by Judge Trumbull to the effect 
that the Democratic State of Missouri had 
furnished more troops for the Union army 
than had certain small Republican States. 
We pointed out the fallacy of Judge Trum- 
bull’s conclusions, which rested on sugges- 
tions which were false and omissions of what 
was true. 

We find going the rounds of the Demo- 
cratic press an elaborate statement, in which 
Judge Trumbull’s claim for the Southern 
States is wonderfully magnified, and what is 
the more wonderful is, that the figures are at- 
tributed to Tax CHICCO TRIBUNE, and THE 
Tripune, it is stated, obtained its figures 
from Secretary-of-War McCrary. Here are 
some of these Democratic figures now going 
the round of the country: 

Total troops furnished Union army by 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
Minnesota, Connecticut, California, Nevada, 
and Oregon, 196,686; by Missouri, 199,111; 
excess by Missouri, 2,475. These figures are 
used in various forms, each combination 
showing the excessive loyalty of Missouri, 
and at last is shown that the old thirteen 
Slave States furnished more troops for the 
Union army by 58,95 than did thirteen 
non-slaveholding States, including in these 
Colorado, Nebraska, and Nevada, which 
were not Statesin 1861, and Minnesota and 
Kansas, which had just been admitted.

Columbia from April 15, 1861, to the cluse of 
the War of the Rebellion. This statement 
sh the terms for which the men served, 
including the enlistments for three, six, 
and nine months and for one, two, and three 
y@ars, with a statement of the aggregate 
reduced to the three years standard. The 
shortest and most certain way to explodc 
these Democratic fabrications is to reproduce 
this statement, together with a statement of 
the population of each of these States dur- 
ing the period of the War when these troops 
were furnished. We give the figures of the 
census of 1860.

He had never been satisfied with the current 
classification of Republicans, and hoped the 
time would come when there would be no Col- 
ored Republieans, no German Republicans, no 
Irish Republicans, no Conservative Republicans, 
and no Reform Republicans, but when there 
would be nothing but Republicans, unclassified 
either by color, peculiar views, or from any otker 
ground or reason.

DR. EARLL. 

Dr. Charles Baril, the alleged abortionist, was 
brought yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Rogers in the Criminal Court on the writ of 
habees corpus procured by his counsel, Gus Van 
Buren.

MR. AAT THINKS THEY SHOULD REPAIR THE 


BRIDGES THEY USE. 

A reporter for THe Trispune took occasion 
yesterday to call upon Mr. E. G. Asay, President 
of the People’s Railway Company, and found 
that he, too, had something to say on the sug- 
gestions of Tux Trisune relative to the pro- 
priety of compelling the street-railway compa- 
nies to keep the bridges in repair, as well as to 
reply to certain animadversions upon the Peo- 
ple's and the Metropolitan Companies, made by 
J. R. Jones in an interview with that gentleman 
on‘the general subject at issue published in yes- 
terday’s paper. 

“So far as 1 am personally concerned,” said 
Mr. Asay, “Iam fully persuaded that the posi- 
tion en by Tue TrRistne in its editorial of 
last Sunday is correct. The use of the bridges 
by the street railways causes as much wear and 
tear as all of the rest of the travel put together, 
perhaps more; and be the fate of these ordi- 
nances of these competing roads what it may, I 
think some such system as that recommended 
ay THE TRIBUNE ought to be adopted by the City 
of Chicago.” 

Have you noticed certain references to your 
Company by the President of the West Side 
Company!“ 

“My attention was called to the interview be- 
tween one of P ing? reporters and Mr. Jones, the 
President of the.West Side Street Railway Com- 
pany. The statement made by Mr. Jones, that 
either the Metropolitan or the People’s Railway 
Company proposes to charge the community 
five cents for rides and then pay a half a cent to 
the city, thus making the city better off at the 
expense Of the people, and enabling the road to 
make oF — 22 out of it, is simply untrue. The 
proposition is to 2 five cents for single 
rides and to sell twenty-five tickets for $1 and 
for the privilege of laying a track and operating 
it. On those terms the People’s Company and

ings, and from 5 to 7 o'clock in the evenings, at 
a less rate than four cents, and to pay the city a 
tax ou that. either as a license fee on the cars or 
for each passenger. In doing this for the work- 
ing-classes, it is not proposed to change the 
quality of the cars, but to leave them the same 
as all others.” 
What do you think of Mr. Jones’ claim that 
a large portion of his lines are non-paying?’ 
From a careful examination into that ques- 
tion, made by experts, the gentlemen ccnnected 
with the People’s and the Metropolitan are 
satisfied that, if no fund is kept out of the 
earnings of the road to pay for extensions of 
the lines, they are now profitable, or ought to be 
made so.

And what answer do you make to that? 
The answer to that ig the old one,—an over- 
grown corporation isa dangerous element for 
the community, and opposition can do the com- 
munity no hurt, while monopoly may. Not an 
inch of road is proposed to be laid down, either 
by the West Side Company or ourselves, that can- 
not, under proper and economical management, 
be made a valuable investment for the capital- 
ist, and the pretext that any part of tne horse- 
railway system of this city is not proiitable, is, 
to put it mildly, simply a blunder.’

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


Various Schemes for the Organization 
of a New Commandery in This City. 
There are three separate movements now on 

foot in Chicago to form new Commanderies of 

Knights Templar. One of them is old; the 

other two, it is said, have been started since the 

recent Conclave. All originated in Apollo, No. 

I. This is the largest Commandery in the worid. 

having over 700 members, and is also one of 

the richest. Occupying such a position, 
the great bulk of the members, are un- 
derstood to be opposed to a depletion of 
its ranks, since this would put an East- 
ern Commandery at the top of the list for 
swords. Hut others say the membership is en- 
tirely too large; that the Asylum is uncomf ort- 
ably crowded when there is a well-attended 
meeting; and that those who live south of 
Twenuty-second street ought not to be com- 
pelled to travel three or four miles to attend a 


3 
In order to get a dispensation, however, the 
recommendation of two of the three Command 
eries in Chicago must be secured. 

THE MODE OF PROCEDURE IS THIS: 
Nine or more Sir Knights sign a petition to the 
Grand Commander of the State, praying that 
they may be allowed to hold meetings, etc. 
This petition is sent to the local Commanderies, 
and the question put to the members at a reg- 
ular communication whether they will indorse it 
or not. If the vote is “ Yea.” tne statement is 
written on the document and the seal of the 
Commandery affixed. 

THE MOUNTED COMMANDERY 

is designed to be a somewhat exclusive organ- 
ization, and only such are to be taken in as can 
bear the heavy — 4 for equipments. 
The petition bas already been concurred in by 
St. Bernard Commandery, but not acted on by 
Chicago, having been laid over Monday night 
for two weeks. 

One of the other applications is known as that 
of the “ Thirty-first street party on account 
of its having originated among Sir Knights living 
in the vicinity of Thirty-first street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, near where, if successful in their 
undertaking, they will be stationed. St. Ber- 
nard has given its assent in this instance also, 
but Chicago took the same action as in the case 
of the Mounted Commandery. 

The other foot body is designated as “the 
Thirty-seventh street party,“ because they 
want an Asylum at the corner of that street and 
State. St. Bernard has refused to ction their 
project, and Chicago deferred until the 
20th inst.

The institution of a Com- 
mandery is attended with a great deal of ex- 
pense, and, while at the inception it may be 
vigorous, it is soon apt to become ‘ perplexed 
for want of funds.” If it fail to get the 
requisit number of members to pay the 
running expenses, it does damage to the 
whole Order. But in every city of 
A size there isa mounted Commandery, and 
I don't think there will be any serious objec-
